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There was but one change in the teaching staff. 
Miss Carey resigned to be married and Mrs. Helen 
Long of Sanford, a graduate of Vassar College with 
graduate work at the University of New Hampshire, 
fill the position. 


With the opening of the fall term it was evident 
that the enrollment was to be large even to the extent 
of creating an emergency. To meet the situation, the 
pre-primary grade was divided into two divisions; one 
attending in the forenoon and the others in the af- 
ternoon. To relieve the overload in the primary room, 
the first grade was also dismissed at noon. This is 
not a serious condition for many educators believe 
that half a day is long enough in the two lower grades. 
To carry out this plan, the busses are making an extra 
trip at noon. 


To relieve the congestion in the intermediate grades, 
an extra class was formed made up of parts of the 
fourth and fifth grades. To make a room for this > 
new class, the high school was moved out of one of 
the classrooms into the library-office. This is not a 
good condition, but seemed to be the best solution. 
Mrs. Ruth Dyer was engaged to take charge of the 
new class. 
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The junior high room is still overcrowded and the 
high school is cramped for space. Next year with a 
small graduating class and a large entering class, it 
will be worse. A study of the enrollment table will 
show that there is no improvement in sight. 


With the beginning of the fall term, the Manual 
_ Arts course was revived. An excellent instructor was 
secured in Clifford Parsons of Auburn. Through the 
co-operation of the fire department a fine shop. was 
opened in the basement of the fire station. The school 
department takes this opportunity to thank the fire 
department for its generosity. The course is popular 
among the boys who are getting some good, practical 
training under the leadership of Mr. Parsons. The 
Hussey Mfg. Co. is lending are welding and acetylene 
welding outfits to the department and the boys are 
thereby getting experience in elementary metal work. . 


My recommendations are perfectly obvious. We - 
must expand our plant to meet immediate needs. The 
conditions will be serious next fall. When such ex- 
pansion takes place, opportunity should be provided’ 
for a course in domestic arts for the girls. 


The hot lunch program continues to operate this 
year and through the help of the Red Cross and the 
Parent-Teacher Association has enlarged its ser- 
vices. Much credit is due to those who administer the: 
program. They are doing a fine piece of work under 
very adverse conditions. It is a very worth-while ser-- 
vice and is appreciated by pupils, teachers, and par-. 
ents alike. | 


I wish to report that one child is receiving home 
instruction through the state program for home bound . 
children. This is a new service of the State which is. 
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- valuable to children who are prevented from attend- 
ing school through sickness or disability.

. donations amounted to $150, and the town appropriat- 
©d $200. In addition we received food. donations.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
North Berwick—1946 


Since 1920 the Division of Public Health Nursing 
has been an activity of the State Bureau of Health. 
In 1920 one nurse covered the entire state; today a 
complete staff includes 42 nurses and six supervisors 
working in the six districts into which the state is _ 
divided. District I comprises York and Cumberland . 
counties plus five. towns of Oxford, with an estimated 
population of 260,577. 


There are five public health nurses and one super- 
visor carrying on a generalized nursing program un- 
der the medical direction of the District Health Officer. 
The nursing time allocated to a specific town depends 
upon the appropriation and the community’s needs. 


The present concept of public health nursing as car- 
ried on in North Berwick, rather than restricting the 
nurse’s activity to care of the sick in their homes, 
stresses prevention of disease and promotion of health 
by helping the community to analyze the health Pa 


Cs lems of individuals and families. 


Home visits were made‘by the public health nurse 
to advise parents regarding the care of their children 
and to demonstrate to them how such care is given, 
also to the expectant mother to protect her health and - 
plan for her confinement. 


Protection from communicable disease depends upon 
- the extent to which the townspeople have been immu- | 
mized against them as well as community cooperation 
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in the recognition and treatment of early symptoms. 
Parents of pre-school children are encouraged to seek 
immunization either from their private or at Child 
Health Conferences. : 


Three Child Health Conferences were held during 
the summer. Twenty-eight children attended. Six 
compieted their immunization against whooping cough, | 
eleven against diphtheria, and four were vaccinated 
against smallpox. 


A diphtheria toxoid clinie was held in the schools in 
April. Twenty-five children received their inocula- 
tions. 


_ Two tuberculin testing programs were held in the 
schools during the year. At the first, held in the high 
schools only, forty-two students were tested. The stu- 
dent who reacted to the test was X-rayed in Sanford 
at the State Diagnostic Clinic. The second program 
was held in November. . It 1s part of a county-wide 
survey to determine the amount of tuberculosis in York 
County. This included students from the fourth grade 
through high school. One hundred and fifty persons 
took advantage of this opportunity to protect their 
health. ‘This represents 88% of the school population. 
The twenty positive reactors and their families will be 
offered appointments for chest X-rays at Sanford in 
_ February. 


The hearing of the children from the fourth grade 
through high school was tested with the audiometer in 
November. A report was sent by the teacher to the 
parents of each child found to have defective hearing 
so the child.could be taken to a physician for examina- 
tion to prevent further impairment. 
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Your Health Council, composed of representatives 
of various groups and other interested citizens, spon- 
sored the Public Health Nursing Program. It is the 
aim of the Council to assist in interpreting the pro- 
gram to the community in order to have it adequately 
supported and used to help in maintaining a high stand- 
ard of service and to assist in developing a coopera- 
tive program with all health agencies in the town. 
They have given advisory service to the nurse and 
supplied volunteer assistance for health activities. 
Regular meetings have been held to make plans for the 
community. This assistance and cooperation have 
been invaluable and have helped to give a continuity 
of service in the past year and in planning for the 
coming year. 3
